It is well, we believe, to pause a few moments, and re- 
view briefly the events in the Asbestos Industry during 
the past year. 

The year was one of record sales, and profits were al- 
so at a high level. 

Another high of the year was the number of person- 
nel changes, some of the changes because of deaths of of- 
ficials but many through promotions. It would seem that 
many lesser officials in the Industry have advanced so 
much in knowledge and experience that they were able to 
take on more important duties. Glance over your copies of 
**asBEsTos’’ for 1956 and note in the News of the Industry 
pages, the many changes, especially in the larger asbestos 
firms. 

The first important event of the year was the merger 
of Norristown Magnesia and Asbestos Co., Norristown, Pa., 
Sall Mountain Co., Hamilton, Ohio, and Valley Forge 
Metals Co., Lansdale, Pa. into Nicolet Industries, Inc. of 
New York City. They are now operating as the Norristown 
Asbestos Division; Sall Mountain Division and Valley 
Forge Metals Division of Nicolet Industries, Ine. 

Early in the year Johns-Manville signed an option on 
a large gypsum deposit in Southern Nevada, expecting to 
enter the gypsum business. Preliminary work to determine 
the Nevada deposit’s commercial possibilities was not ex- 
pected to be completed before a year. The company plan- 
ned an overall expansion program which ineluded con- 
struction of two new plants for manufacturing Transite 
asbestos-cement pipe at Stockton, California, and Denison, 
Texas; construction of two new plants for manufacturing 
insulating board at North Bay, Ontario, and Klamath 
Falls, Oregon; construction of a floor tile plant at Mar- 
rero, La.; construction of a hardboard plant at Natchez, 
Miss., and construction of an asphalt roofing products 
plant at Savannah, Ga. They are also planning to expand 
the Dutch Brand Division plant in Chieago by approxi- 
mately 50 percent. The project will not be completed until 
early 1958 although it is expected that some of the new 
facilities may be in use by the latter part of 1957.

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The Flintkote Company planned a $20,000,000 pro- 
gram of expansion and diversification. The first step was 
revealed in February when Flintkote acquired tne tnsul- 
rock business. This was followed in Maren with announce- 
ment of a projected building materials plant to be erected 
in Ennis, Texas; in June revelation of the company’s en- 
try into the gypsum field with acquisition of gypsum 
properties at Sweetwater, Texas, and the projected erec- 
tion of a gypsum processing plant there, and in August 
announced that a third Insulrock producing plant would 
be built at North Judson, Indiana. The aequis-tion of the 
Van-Packer Corporation, of Betterdorf, Iowa, the world’s 
largest manufacturer of pre-fabricated chimneys for use 
in residential, institutional and industrial construction, 
was in line with Flintkote’s program of expansion and di- 
versifications as its products are an integral part of the 
building industry and fit in with Flintkote’s present line 
of building material. 

The stockholders of Pabeo Products, Ine. of San 
Francisco, Calif., approved a proposal to change the name 
of the company to Fibreboard Paper Products Corpora- 
tion. Pabeo had previously acquired complete ownership 
of Fibreboard Products Inc. Since Pabeo manufactured 
about 25% of the total annual sales, it was desired that the 
parent company adopt a name which would be more aptly 
descriptive of the principal activity of the combined oper- 
ation.

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VICTOR MAUCK, EXECUTIVE 
PASSES AWAY 


Victor Mauck, retired chairman of the boards of the 
John Wood Co., heater and tank manufacturers, Con- 
shohoecken, Pa., and Nicolet Industries, Inc., New York 
City, died on December 2. He was 82 and lived in Haver- 
ford, Pa. 

Mr. Mauck was associated with the John Wood Co. 
for 65 years and was board chairman from 1900 until his 
retirement last January 1. He also retired as head of Nico- 
let at the same time but continued as consultant for the 
companies. 

Under his leadership John Wood developed from a 
$65,000 annual gross to today’s volume of $40,000,000 
and acquired additional plants in Toronto, Chicago, St.

PYROLYSIS OF CHRYSOTILE ASBESTOS 
FIBRE BY H. M. WOODROOFFE* 


(Annual General Meeting, Quebec City, April 1956) 
(Transactions, Volume LIX, 1956, p.p 363-368) 


The author states this paper is an attempt to show 
that the pyrolysis of chrysotile takes place in three stages 
and that the conditions of pyrolysis are peculiar to the fi- 
bre and may afford some clue to the variations in physical 
properties of asbestos fibres which affect their utilization. 

Pyrolsis of chrystoile samples was accomplished in 
the Chevenard Thermobalance with a modified control 
system. The original instrument developed by P. Cheve- 
nard to study dry corrosion of metals has since found ap- 
plication in inorganie chemical analysis procedures and 
research.

GENERAL BUSINESS. 





General business continues good. The results of the 
election were reassuring to the business world. While 
most economists are inclined to hedge in their predictions 
for the year 1957 (and rightly so) there is a general feel- 
ing of quiet optimism that the boom will continue for some 
time and that the overall level of activity will not drop off 
severely in the near future. The Near East crisis is unset- 
tling as are the revolts in the Russian satellite countries. 
Such events must lead to increased defense spending 
which may well offset any declines in industrial expans- 
ion, home building and sales of consumer durables, which 
have been anticipated as a result of the current ‘‘tight 
money’’ policy.

Contract awards for future construction in the 37 
eastern states in October totalled $1,706,406,000, a de- 
crease of eight percent compared to October 1955, it was 
reported by F. W. Dodge Corporaton, construction news 
and marketing specialists. 

According to Dodge Reports, the first 10 months cum- 
ulative total of awards amounted to a dollar volume rec- 
ord of $21,147,472,000, an increase of six percent com- 
pared to the like 1955 period. 

The October figures for the major construction cate- 
gories show: non-residential at $675,414,000, down two 
percent compared to October 1955; residential at $656,- 
464,000 down 16 percent; and heavy engineering at 
$374,528,000, down three percent. 

All major construction categories established new 
dollar volume records for the first ten months cumulative 
totals. The awards were as follows: Non-residential at 
$7 653,084,000, up eight percent compared to the like 1955 
period ; residential at $8,751,101,000, up less than one per- 
cent over the like 1955 period; and heavy engineering at 
$4,743,287,000, an increase of 14 percent over last year. 

Commenting on the October figures, Mr. Thomas 8. 
Holden, vice-chairman of the board of F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration said: ‘‘ Moderate declines in non-residential build- 
ing and heavy engineering contract volume and the more 
substantial decline in residential contract volume reflect 
continuing tightness in capital funds rather than any sub- 
stantial dimunition of potential demands. It appears that 
from here out construction progress will depend very 
largely on the country’s accumulations of savings.’
